windows of 1500 - 2000 mile signals over a 3 hour period. still + reviewing SDR files and finding acne The 
count is over 40 stations in the 1500-2000 mile range. One thing that makes this opening exceptional was 
when the 2X Es signals were briefly the primary signals on the receiver and was actually able to tune in live 
while it was happening. Most past 2X Es signals were weaker and not found until after reviewing. The first 
signal to show was 92.1 WBVX in Kentucky 1781 miles tuned in with an instant Pl decode and shortly more KY 
and a few Ohio logged live in the 1700-1850 mile range. Here's a Facebook FM DX page video showing the first 
signals from KY, OH, IL, IN.

Lansing, MI 1749 miles with one of the luckiest fadeups to date.

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The Antenna Scanner 


William Hohnstein 


| decided to add my HDHomeRun tuner to RabbitEars’ TV Bandscan web page a month ago. | knew that | had a 
fair number of antennas which | could use. That might require a fair number of tuners. | decided to add to the 
channel scan of the RabbitEars’ page and make an antenna scanner. It would scan through up to eight different 
antennas. 


| found antenna switch circuit boards using Analog Devices HMC253 on eBay at a reasonable price for a nice 
start of the project. | decided to use some old IC’s in-hand to build the scanning clock. | built a 555 very low 
frequency oscillator feeding a 74HC93 counter to provide the BCD selection signal required by the switch. | 
built the antenna switch timing to approximately match the time that it took to scan all the channels at least 
once—2.25 minutes. 


| had my antenna scanner built and in use almost at my start on Bandscan. However, | always felt that my first 
version would be a prototype with enhancements added to my following version. That was a good idea. | 
learned what | needed to add to the scanner to make it more useful. My first version just had a clumsy way of 
figuring out which antenna was being used. | made that easy to see. | added a simple way to change from the 
scan mode to a manual selection of whichever antenna | wanted. Finally, | added an easy way to change the 
number of antennas being scanned. 


| continued one good idea from my first version. That was the way that the antennas were scanned. | wanted 
to concentrate on scanning just four antennas. But, even then, | felt that two of those were more important. 
So, both models had a 4+2 antenna position—four antennas were scanned, but two were scanned twice as 
frequently as the other two. The scanning sequence was 1, 2, 3, 4, 1, 2 and then repeat. 


Another thing that | knew was needed for my second version were separate boxes for the antenna switch and 
the control/indicator box. The control box for the second unit is shown below.

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The LED’s at the top indicate which antenna is currently feeding the tuner. The scan LED provides a visual 
reminder of being in the scan mode or not. The # SCAN control selects the number of antennas being scanned. 
And the ANTENNAS control selects either the scan mode or which single antenna is feeding the tuner. 


The HMC253 antenna switch is in another box: 


There are both good and bad results to using the antenna 


scanner. The primary bad thing is the amount of time that 
it takes to scan all antennas due to the Bandscan time 
delay. The extreme is eight antennas. It takes about 18 
minutes to go through the complete antenna scan process 
on all channels. An opening could be significantly shorter 
than that! On another tuner fed by just my channels 2 & 3 
1 Yagi, yesterday | received four different low power stations 
besides some high-power ones. However, none of the low 
power stations had a Bandscan report due to the timing of their short receptions vs. the 2.25-minute time 
required to scan all the channels. Good thing that | saw the low power receptions! 


The obvious benefit of using the antenna scanner is having different directional antennas pointed in different 
directions receiving multiple signals at almost the same time and on the same channel. | have received new 
stations in unexpected directions due to that. 


| will probably continue to primarily use the 4+2 antenna mode with increased use of the 2 antenna and single 
antenna mode. | need to try occasionally use more antennas. But adding a poor antenna will just add time 
delay without adding new receptions. 


If you want to see the results of my antenna scanner in use, see the Bandscan’s Garland, NE reports. The 
antenna scanner reports are at https://rabbitears.info/tvdx/one_tun...01BAFFC/tunerO . You will probably see 
some signals come and go during the five-minute automatic updates. You can guess to whether that is due to 
changing propagation or changed antenna. 


The reports at https://rabbitears.info/tvdx/one_tun...0A3688E/tunerO almost always have my nine-element 
channel 2 and 3 Yagi connected. Due to my low pass filter which | use, the receptions there other than low 
band are usually not too exciting. 


The reports at https://rabbitears.info/tvdx/one_tun...01BAFFC/tuner1 generally has my ten-element channel 6 


Yagi connected. Due to the antenna’s height and lack of a low pass filter most of the time, it has some 
surprising other receptions.

The antenna heights of the Celaya, Guanajuato and Perote, Veracruz stations are rather extreme. The 
Perote station is, | believe, higher than any U.S. or Canadian station. However, looking at these sites 
on Google Earth the extreme height figures are plausible. Nearly all this antenna height comes from 
location; the towers are not particularly large. 


SPEAKING OF WAITING 


Instituto Politécnico Nacional, a leading university in Mexico, is also licensee of a network of 
educational TV stations across the country. As in the USA, these stations must occasionally renew 
their licenses. In two cases, they failed to do so... 


XHSIM-TDT — and IPN’s flagship Mexico City station XEIPN-TDT - weren’t renewed in time. So the IPN 
came up with another idea: they asked for a new “shadow” (translator) of XHCPAP-TDT Guamuchil in 
Los Mochis, and one of XHCPAS-TDT Jocotitlan in Mexico City. In the U.S., UHF translators are limited 
to 15kw ERP - but no such limit exists in Canada or Mexico. 


The Mexican government granted both requests. In Los Mochis’ case, a side effect was the change of 
the station’s call letters from XHSIM-TDT to XHCPAP-TDT. (in Mexico, a translator has the same call 
letters as its primary station) 


In Mexico City’s case... they changed the call letters of the Jocotitlan station to XEIPN-TDT. Which 
had the side effect of making the Mexico City translator’s calls also XEIPN-TDT — exactly what they 
were before the license expired. 

PERMANENT FRANKENFM? 

As many of you know, when analog TV still existed, most FM radios could receive the audio of channel 
6 analog stations. A number of low-power channel 6 stations took advantage of this characteristic — 
and some major loopholes in FCC regulations — to operate as radio stations. 


Then, last July, all analog TV “sunsetted” in the USA. FM radios cannot receive digital TV audio. (not 
even HD radios; the HD Radio technical standard is different from the digital TV standard) The 
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channel 6 stations had to shut down their radio operations & broadcast a signal that could only be 
received on TV sets. 


When analog full-power TV was shut down, WRGB in Schenectady, New York tried to transmit an ATSC 
1.0 signal and an analog radio signal at the same time. It seems highly unlikely the operation was 
technically functional. Either the digital TV signal would be “squeezed” (and probably not be 
decodable in TV sets) or it would cause massive interference to the FM radio signal. The experiment 
ended pretty quickly, and became a totally moot point a few weeks ago when WRGB moved to 
physical channel 35. 


But ATSC 3.0 is different. ATSC 1.0 uses one carrier & requires the entire 6MHz channel to work. 
ATSC 3.0 uses multiple carriers. (thousands) It is possible to transmit an ATSC 3.0 signal in less than 
6MHz of bandwidth and, at least in theory, still be received. That leaves room for an FM audio signal 
in the channel. 


KBKF-LD San Jose was the first station to request Special Temporary Authority for this ATSC 3.0/analog 
FM dual-mode operation. DXers have dubbed it “FrankenFM”. The FCC agreed to issue six months’ 
Special Temporary Authority. (“KBKF STA”) A number of conditions were attached, including: 


The TV signal must be ATSC 3.0. 

The FM signal must be on 87.75MHz. 

No interference to other stations may result. 

KBKF’s TV signal may not interfere with their FM signal. 

KBKF’s FM signal may not interfere with their TV signal. 

The FM and TV coverage areas must be similar. 

Reports must be submitted at the 90- and 180-day points confirming compliance with the 
conditions. 


After the KBKF STA was issued, other “FrankenFM” operators requested similar permission. Twelve 
additional STAs were issued:

In June, the Commission issued a Notice of Proposed Rulemaking on the topic. (FCC 22-40) They 
request comment on five points: 


* Should these operations (the FCC calls them “FM6 operations”) be authorized to continue? 

* Should existing FM6 operations be authorized as “ancillary” services? If so, should the “KBKF 
STA” conditions be continued? 

¢ Should FM6 operations be limited to the existing 13 STA holders? 

* Should a NPR proposal to allow regular non-commercial FM operation in 82-88MHz be adopted? 

*« Should the rules limiting the operation of non-commercial FM stations below 92MHz in areas 
near a channel 6 TV station be revised or eliminated? 
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I’m an engineer, not a lawyer. | do see a possible significant hitch in the FrankenFM plan. According 
to the Commission document, 336(b)(2) of the Communications Act requires that “ancillary or 
supplementary services” on TV channels must “avoid derogation of any advanced television 
services”. While an FM signal sharing a channel with an ATSC 3.0 TV signal may not interfere with the 
TV signal, it does limit the amount of bandwidth available for the TV transmission. The TV signal 

must either use less error correction (making interference and noise more likely to prevent reception); 
or more heavily compress the TV video and/or audio (resulting in a poorer-quality TV picture); or 
transmit fewer TV subchannels. It would seem to me all three options would “derogate” the TV 
signal. 


| am of the impression the Commission would rather not do this. (if | had to guess, I’d say one or 
more of the FrankenFM operators got their Congresspeople involved.) The proceeding proposes to 
authorize FrankenFM operation ONLY to the 13 stations which already hold STAs. 


This is to some degree reminiscent to what happened when the Class A TV service was created. 
Certain LPTV operators feared losing their channels to the DTV conversion, and lobbied for 
guarantees of continued spectrum. They got Congress involved, and a new class of stations was 
created which would be guaranteed a protected channel. Eligibility for that class was limited to 
stations which produced local programming and agreed to follow various full-power rules that aren’t 
applicable to LPTVs. Eligibility was also limited to stations which certified eligibility for Class A service 
within 60 days of the enactment of the CBPA, the law requiring creation of that service. New LPTV 
stations may have met the requirements for Class A service in the 20 years since then, but only those 
which were eligible in 2000 can be Class A. 


Two applications for new “KBKF STAs” were filed this month. (KMCF-LD Visalia, California and WDMY- 
LD Toledo) Both have been dismissed. If the Commissions’s proposal is adopted as proposed, these 
stations will not be eligible for FrankenFM service. 


MORE REGULAR FM? 


| mentioned in passing above a NPR proposal to expand the non-commercial FM band down to 82MHz. 
The FrankenFM stations provide only a single FM signal in any given location — licensing FM stations in 
82-88MHz with the existing FM standards would allow as many as eight additional FM stations at any 
given site. NPR does NOT propose to evict TV stations (either low-power or full-power) from channel 6 
— they propose to only authorize FM radio in areas where it wouldn’t interfere with existing TV. 


| do not expect any action on this proposal. My impression is NPR filed this in hopes of forestalling 
FrankenFM operations, fearing interference to member stations operating below 88.7MHz. There are 
no regulations — current or proposed - limiting the use of channel 6 by TV stations, either full- or low- 
power — in areas near a non-commercial FM station. (On the other hand, 73.525 limits the operation 
of FM stations below 92MHz in areas near a channel 6 TV station) 


FM stations at the same site must be at least 0.8MHz apart. If a station exists on the Sears Tower 
(OK, Willis...) in Chicago on 91.5MHz, no other station may operate from that building on any 
frequency higher than 90.7 and lower than 92.3. 


No such regulation applies to FrankenFMs. If a station exists on the Sears Tower on 88.1MHz, no 
station may operate below 88.9 at the same site — but a Franken FM could transmit on 87.75, just 
0.35MHz below the “regular” FM station. 


FrankenFM operations may be licensed as “low power”, but there is no limit on antenna height. 


WRME-LD Chicago is 386 meters above average terrain; this means its signal is only 2dB below that 
of a full-power Class B station (like WBBM 96.3) and 9dB more than a Class A full-power FM station. 
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NPR argues that expanding non-commercial FM down to 82MHz is a more efficient use of the 
spectrum. Of course, it would also bring that spectrum under the FM rules. In the case of the 
hypothetical Sears Tower station on 88.1, it would preclude any FM station from operating on any 
frequency above 87.3 - but would allow six more stations than the FrankenFM proposal would permit.

ATSC 3.0 SCORECARD 


Along with the inquiry about FrankenFMs, the Commission has opened a proceeding seeking 
comments about the progress of ATSC 3.0. | don’t really expect any of these proposals to have a 
significant effect on DX. 


*« They ask how the rollout of 3.0 is doing. What proportion of households are within the 
coverage area of 3.0 stations? Are all major networks represented? Minor networks? Is 3.0 
working as well as expected? What challenges have been faced? When does the industry 
expect a// viewers to have access to 3.0 signals? What features unique to 3.0 are available? 
When will they become available? When the 3.0 receiver is connected to the Internet, what 
data does it collect and what does it do with that data? 

¢ They ask about the availability of ATSC 3.0 receiving equipment. They cite an article 
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suggesting 11% of TVs sold in 2022 will receive 3.0. The least-expensive is a Sony X80] selling 
for $400. (My boss has one of these in his office. It works well but has a few, uh, interesting 
features. | suspect many owners don’t know they’re watching 3.0, and if a station has a 3.0 
signal there doesn’t appear to be any way to watch that station’s 1.0 simulcast.) How many 
3.0 receivers have been sold? How available are 3.0=>1.0 converters? Do any of these work 
without Internet access? (they specifically mention the HDHomeRun 4K at $199) Do TV 
stations have any interest in distributing 3.0 converters? 

* How many viewers are watching 3.0 signals? How do you determine that figure? Are viewers 
aware of 3.0? How are stations, setmakers, and retailers educating the public about ATSC 3.0? 

* Are cable/satellite services carrying 3.0 signals? 

* Are there any patent licensing hangups? Are licenses available on reasonable & non- 
discriminatory terms? 

* Should the “substantially similar rule” be retained? This rule requires a station deploying ATSC 
3.0 to arrange for an ATSC 1.0 simulcast with substantially similar content and coverage. 

* Should the requirement that 3.0 broadcasts comply with standard A/322 be retained? This 
standard defines the RF transmission parameters. ATSC 1.0 has only one set of parameters — 
3.0 can handle several, and provides another standard to describe which set is in use. A/322 
limits the flexibility of transmission but also limits the range of signals receivers need to 
support. 


ONE AFFILIATION... OR TWO... OR THREE... OR FOUR??? 


Jon Ellis’ Northpine.com website recently published a list of Upper Midwest TV markets where the 
same company owns affiliates of more than one major network. That spurred me to do a bit of 
looking into these situations elsewhere in the country. 


Today, most of us think of a TV station as being affiliated with only one network. “NBC 4”, “ABC-27”, 
“3CBS”, “Fox 17”, etc... It hasn’t always been that way. In the 1950s and early 1960s, many markets 
had only one or two TV stations. If all three networks were to be represented, at least two would 
have to share a station. 


In 1957, there were 186 TV stations affiliated with more than one network. 178 of them had an ABC 
affiliation. (130 had CBS, 123 had NBC) What this meant was that ABC was the “also-ran” network. 
Usually, a station would affiliate with ABC only if it had no other choice. Often ABC ended up on the 
only UHF station in a market — and the only UHF station in a market often didn’t last very long. 

Of course, in the analog era a given station could only carry one program at a time. A network- 
sharing station would not carry the entire schedule of any network — it would generally carry 
whichever network’s program delivered the highest audience at any given time. That network was 
usually not ABC. Commonly, a station would be affiliated with CBS or NBC, would carry all of that 
network’s programming, then would clear an unusually popular ABC program at a time when CBS/NBC 
wasn’t programming. 


Some of these multiple affiliation situations were in surprisingly large markets. Birmingham, WABT- 
13. Miami, WTVJ-4. Boston, WNAC-7. Charlotte, WBTV-3. Norfolk, WTAR-3. 


Once the All-Channel Act took effect in the mid-1960s, UHF stations became at least financially 
viable, if not swimming in money. A third station, on UHF, could take over an ABC affiliation, allowing 
the two VHFs to operate as exclusive CBS or NBC outlets. By 1972, only 79 multiple-network affiliates 
were left. ABC was still usually the odd man out, with 72 of the 79 stations having an ABC affiliation. 
(55 had CBS, 53 NBC) 


By the time analog TV approached its end in 2009, UHF was fully competitive. In 2003 only fourteen 


multiple-network affiliates remained, and ABC was no longer an also-ran. 12 multiple-network 
stations had an ABC affiliation, 9 CBS, and 10 NBC. (By this time a fourth network, Fox, existed — but 
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no station had both Fox and something else) 
And then came digital... 


It is now possible for a TV station to carry more than one network at the same time. In Peoria, WEEK- 
TV carries NBC on channel 25.1 - and ABC on 25.2. No longer are multiple-network affiliations forced 
by a lack of TV stations; we have far more stations than we did in 1972. Today, it’s driven by 
competitive forces. In 1972, WEEK-TV’s competition was WMBD-TV & WRAU-TV. In 2022, there’s a 
third over-the-air competitor (WYZZ-TV) - and dozens of cable channels, not to mention untold online 
video streams. Combining the popular ABC and NBC programs on a single station leaves WEEK ina 
better position to compete for the advertising market. 


In 2022, we’re back up to 115 multiple-network affiliates. The split is nearly evenly divided, except 
that Fox is to some degree the odd man out. (56 ABC, 57 CBS, 54 NBC - and 69 Fox) Markets 
involved are generally small. The three largest are Alouquerque (KRQE-13, CBS & Fox); Columbus, 
Ohio (WSYX-6, ABC & Fox); and Dayton. (WKEF-22, ABC & Fox) The vast majority are only juggling 
two networks. There are four cases of triple affiliations; Albena, Michigan’s WBKB-11 has shoehorned 
in all four major networks. Somehow.
